I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  1960.  I  was  personally  concerned  with  the  last 
3  months  of  the  year  after  my  appointment  in  September,  1960,  and  with¬ 
out  the  personal  knowledge  of  events  of  previous  years  it  is  difficult  to  make 
comparisons,  and  this  report  is  therefore  mainly  a  statistical  record. 

The  relationship  of  live  births  to  deaths  at  179  to  153  was  about  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  standardised  birth  rate  was  lower  than 
the  national  rate  but  to  offset  this  the  death  rate  was  also  lower  than  the 
national  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Infectious  disease  was  not  prevalent  in  the  Borough  and,  apart  from 
an  outbreak  of  dysentery,  four  cases  were  reported. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  given  a  detailed  account  of 
the  environmental  services  and  the  Surveyor  has  commented  on  the  sewerage 
problem. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  health  department  and  I  am 
most  grateful  to  Mr.  Brocklebank  and  his  staff  and  to  all  the  officers  for 
their  help  and  friendship  when  I  took  office.

Causes  of  Death. 

30  cases  of  malignant  disease  was  an  increase  of  2  over  the  previous 
year.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
reported,  there  being  a  total  of  10  cases — in  1959  there  were  3  cases.  The 
deaths  from  malignant  disease  were  in  persons  over  50  years  of  age  and  14 
of  them  were  75  years  and  older. 

Coronary  disease  figures  showed  an  increase  of  one  case  while  cases  of 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  claimed  an  extra  11  victims.  As 
regards  age  at  death,  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  octogenarians  in  the  Borough.  35  persons  died  in  their  eighty 
fifth  year  or  later.  The  figure  for  1959  was  22.  One  death  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  of  a  non  respiratory  nature  occurred.  No  accidental  deaths 
occurred  in  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  M.  Croll  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  gives  in  reporting  on  water  and 
special  samples  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  for 
examination  in  order  to  ensure  the  safety  of  food  stuffs  and  water  supplies.

Apart  from  dysentery  there  were  few  notifications  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  Borough  during  1960. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  early  in  1960.  A  number  of 
families  were  infected — in  some  cases  the  whole  family  had  the  disease. 
Some  of  these  cases  remained  infected  over  a  period  of  some  weeks.  Active 
measures  were  taken  in  the  schools  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  personal 
hygiene  by  the  use  of  disposal  towels,  disinfectants  etc.  Local  doctors 
and  food  establishments  co-operated  to  make  early  detection  of  all  new 
cases  possible  and  to  limit  the  spread  of  infection.

Triple  Immunisation,  whereby  protection  is  given  by  the  combined 
vaccines  of  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  is  being  accepted 
by  many  parents  for  their  children’s  protection.  The  response  was  higher 
than  in  1959,  a  total  of  186  children  being  treated.  Many  parents,  whose 
children  are  already  protected  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough, 
are  requesting  protection  against  Tetanus.  225  children  were  given  this 
protection — an  increase  of  95  over  1959. 

I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
for  supplying  figures  relating  to  Immunisation.  I  regret  it  is  not  possible 
to  give  figures  regarding  the  response  to  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  as  I 
am  informed  that  the  task  of  separating  the  returns  from  those  of  the  whole 
county  is  very  formidable.  I  can,  however,  report  that  there  were  8298 
doses  of  vaccine  issued  from  this  department  during  the  year. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

This  form  of  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  being  offered  to 
school  children  attaining  the  age  of  13  years,  and  schools  in  the  Borough 
are  visited  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  immunisation.  The  response 
continues  to  be  good. 
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Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

The  number  of  children  examined  was  1280.  Most  children  were 
well  nourished  and  the  supply  of  milk  and  dinners  in  schools  ensures  that 
the  nutrition  requirements  of  the  children  are  maintained.  Defects  dis¬ 
covered  numbered  171 — 28  being  referred  for  treatment.  Defective  vision 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  main  defects  discovered  and  it  is  often  difficult 
to  persuade  children  that  it  is  essential  to  wear  the  glasses  prescribed  in 
spite  of  their  occasional  inconvenience  and,  perhaps  in  the  case  of  girls,  a 
resentment  on  vanity  grounds.  Too  often  it  is  found  that  the  glasses  are  lost, 
or  at  home,  and  more  co-operation  from  parents  would  be  helpful  in  ensur¬ 
ing  that  children  wear  their  glasses.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  senior  public  health  inspector  has  kindly  supplied  a  detailed  report 
under  this  heading. 

Public  Water  Supply. 

On  the  whole  the  samples  taken  were  quite  satisfactory.  A  variation 
in  the  distribution  of  chlorine  caused  a  temporary  unsatisfactory  report 
but  the  provision  of  a  new  main  along  Stewton  Lane  helped  to  ensuie  a  more 
even  distribution  of  residual  chlorine.  The  new  storage  reservoir  of 
1,000,000  gallons  capacity  should  in  future  render  the  routine  chlorination 
of  water  less  essential  than  at  present.  The  Borough  Surveyor  reports  that 
work  on  new  water  mains  in  Eastfield  Road  and  Linden  Walk  will  shortly 
commence.  In  the  Hubbard’s  Hills  area  a  new  borehole  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  a  12  inch  diame:er  rising  main  laid  to  Raithby  Pumping  Station. 
The  supply  from  this  borehole  is  45,000  gallons  per  hour  and  came  into 
operation  in  October. 
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Swimming  Baths. 

All  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Internal  Water  Supplies. 

Houses  still  without  an  internal  supply  of  piped  water  are  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  normal  course  of  work.  Some  will  be  eliminated  in  the  Slum 
Clearance  programme  and  others  will  be  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health 
Act. 

Ice  Cream. 

All  samples  submitted  for  examination  were  Graded  1. 

Housing. 

One  Clearance  Area  of  6  houses  was  represented  during  the  year.  In 
addition  13  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  individually.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  a  further  survey  and  reassess  unfit  houses  for  inclusion  in  a  prog¬ 
ramme  in  the  near  future.  Some  rehousing  was  possible  by  the  provision 
of  32  dwellings  during  the  year  but  there  still  exists  the  necessity  for  new 
houses,  especially  near  the  centre  of  the  town.

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SEWERAGE,  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  NUISANCES. 
Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  : — 

“Springside  and  Spa  Lane  areas” — most  of  the  work  in  these  areas 
has  now  been  completed,  including  a  new  9"  dia.  foul  sewer  and  a  15"  dia. 
surface  water  drain  in  Springside. 

The  existing  brick  barrel  sewer  near  Spout  Yard  has  been  replaced  with 
a  new  9"  dia,  concrete  pipe  sewer.  The  effect  of  these  works  has  been  to 
reduce  the  infiltration  of  underground  water  into  the  sewerage  system.” 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year. 
An  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  and  in  the  quantity  of  paper  and  card¬ 
board,  showed  the  need  for  a  larger  vehicle.  It  was  decided  to  replace  the 
present  side  loading  vehicle  with  a  rear  loading  vehicle  of  greater  capacity, 
during  the  next  financial  year.

The  thirty  two  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year  enabled 
thirty  two  families  to  be  removed  from  unfit  houses. 

The  confirmation  of  further  clearance  orders  affecting  forty  two  houses 
indicated  the  need  for  more  new  building,  and  a  programme  for  the  building 
of  twenty  dwellings  was  adopted. 

The  results  of  a  preliminary  survey  revealed  that  there  are  approximately 
eighty  sub -standard  houses  in  the  district  which  should  be  dealt  with  as  soon 
as  practical.  It  is  expected  that  these  houses  will  be  the  subject  of  a  supple¬ 
mentary  clearance  programme  in  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

Caravans. 

Two  small  caravan  sites  have  been  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

The  owners  of  the  two  other  occupied  sites,  on  being  told  of  the  new 
requirements  which  the  Act  contains,  decided  not  to  apply  for  licenses. 
Consequently  the  use  of  the  land  as  caravan  sites  will  be  discontinued  in  due 
course. 

The  Council  has  considered  and  has  agreed  in  principle  to  the  provision 
of  a  Municiple  Caravan  Site. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Food  Premises  —  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  continued  to  be  carried  out  during 
1960.  334  visits  were  made,  during  which  31  minor  contraventions  of  the 

regulations  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  of  the  premises.

Although  the  numbers  of  the  various  classes  of  animals  inspected  in  1960 
differ  a  little  from  those  of  1959,  the  time  spent  in  meat  inspection  was  about 
the  same  in  both  years. 

Slaughtering  is  still  done  regularly  on  Saturday  Afternoons  and  Sundays, 
causing  an  inspector  to  be  on  duty  at  those  times.  There  is  no  indication  at 
present  that  this  practice  is  likely  to  be  discontinued. 

Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958. 

Slaughterhouse  Report. 

The  Sub -Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Slaughterhouse  Report 
for  submission  to  the  Council,  considered  the  proposals  for  improvement 
which  the  slaughterhouse  owners  placed  before  them  in  July. 

All  seven  slaughterhouse  owners  indicated  their  intentions  of  carrying 
out  work  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 
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With  this  information  available,  a  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  compiled 
and  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and 
Food.  In  due  course  the  approval  of  the  minister  was  obtained  and  the  1st 
April,  1962,  wTas  selected  as  the  “appointed  day”  on  which  the  whole  of 
the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  would  come  into  force  in  the 
Borough. 

At  the  time  of  writing  much  work  of  improvement  remains  to  be  done.

TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  LOUTH. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  asked  me  to  comment  on  the  re¬ 
housing  aspect  of  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  and  I  am  pleased  to  do  so. 

During  the  year,  41  casual  vacancies  occurred,  and  with  the  completion 
of  32  new  dwellings  made  a  total  of  73  dwellings  available  for  letting.  43 
Slum  Clearance  families  were  rehoused,  a  satisfactory  proportion  of  total 
vacancies. 

Some  59  transfers  and  exchanges  were  carried  out,  so  that  the  total 
number  of  changes  of  tenancy  was  132  within  the  year. 

The  policy  of  carrying  out  such  transfers  in  order  to  vacate  dwellings 
suitable  for  Slum  Clearance  families  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  must  also  be  continued  in  the  future  to  provide  a  full  range  of  dwellings 
suitable  for  rehousing  Slum  Clearance  families. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  only  9  dwellings  were  under  construction  but  work, 
on  the  further  30  dwellings  proposed  on  various  sites  on  the  Eastfield  Road 
Estate  is  expected  to  be  started  soon. 

The  next  project,  the  grouped  welfare  scheme  to  be  built  on  Maiden 
Row  is  expected  to  follow  shortly  after. 

Of  the  families  inhabiting  the  Slum  Clearance  areas  and  individual 
houses  represented  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  some  39  require  rehousing. 
With  the  prospect  of  more  areas  being  represented  during  1961,  and  with 
such  a  small  number  of  dwellings  to  be  completed,  progress  during  next  year 
must,  unfortunately,  slow  down  and  the  position  at  the  end  of  1961  will  show 
a  greater  number  of  Slum  Clearance  families  requiring  accommodation  at 
that  time. 

In  addition  to  the  Slum  Clearance  programme,  the  housing  waiting  list 
numbered  135  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  of  these  a  large  number  were 
housed  in  accommodation,  which  although  probably  sub -standard,  does 
not  yet  fall  to  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance. 

It  is  unlikely  that  many  such  cases  will  be  rehoused  for  a  considerable 
time  owing  to  the  small  number  of  casual  vacancies,  and  the  absence  of  a 
building  programme  for  general  needs. 

It  is  therefore,  important  for  the  Council  to  see  that  rehousing  proceeds 
in  the  future  at  a  faster  rate  than  representations  of  new  Slum  Clearance  areas 
and  individual  unfit  houses,  in  order  to  make  up  some  of  the  present  time  lag 
and  make  it  possible  to  deal  with  some  general  cases. 

I  would  again  stress  the  need  for  small  ground  floor  dwellings  near  the 
centre  of  the  town  for  the  increasing  number  of  ageing  persons,  not  only  in 
the  Slum  Clearance  areas  but  also  on  the  housing  waiting  list.
